Sir, 

I have the honour to inform you that I feel it my 
duty to offer my services during the period of the present 
war, in whatever capacity they can best be used. I have 
done this only after having been assured that the country 
needs the entire time and strength of every officer with 
experience in and capacity for training troops, and with- 
out considering any personal sacrifice entailed. 

At the same time I should consider it a favour if 
you would inform me what action the Board has decided to 
take in regard to salaries of members of the Staff upon 
active service. I understand that arrangements have been 
made in certain cases. 

I would respectfully point out that as I have a 
wife and child dependent upon me it will be impossible for 
me to live upon the salary of a Captain, especially as the 


expenses upon service are greater than in civil life, while 


those of maintaining a housw would be but slightly less.

Should it be decided to send me overseas the separation 
allowance would partially compensate, but if I were kept 
upon the Instructional Staff in this Division this allow- 
ance would not be made. 

I would further point out that if the School of 
Instruction is located in Toronto, I shall be able to 
continue the training of the C.0.7.C. and thus perform 
some service for the University. 

I have informed Dean Pakenham of my decision, so 
that he may make the necessary arrangements in regard to 
my work in the Faculty of Education.
